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Claims 3, 5, 8-10,13, 15, 17, 23 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed 
on May 26, 2006. Although applicant listed claims 15 and 17 as reading on the elected 
species, Figure 4 does not show the subject matter of these claims. 

Claims 18-22 and 24 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement 
in the reply filed on May 26, 2006. 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I is acknowledged. The traversal is on 
the ground(s) that the dependent claims contain all of the limitations of the independent 
claim. This is not found persuasive because it is not determinative. A combination claim 
can be allowable even if the subcombination is old. See MPEP 608.01(n), III, paragraph 
5. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-2,4, 6-7, 11-12, 14, 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, because the specification, while being enabling for a nozzle with two outlets, 
does not reasonably provide enablement for the claimed nozzle with one outlet and a 
valve supplying two outlets. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the 
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art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the 
invention commensurate in scope with these claims. The scope of claim 1 includes two 
valve outlets supplying one nozzle opening and there is no enabling disclosure of how 
this would work. Claim 7 recites supplying just one nozzle in the first valve position and 
there is no enabling disclosure of this function. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-2, 4, 6-7, 11-12, 14, 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The numerous alternative recitations such as "coupled or couplable" in claim 1 
are indefinite in that it cannot be determined what is being claimed. This example is not 
limiting, there are many indefinite alternative recitations in the claims. The numerous 
recitations of "particularly" are indefinite in that it cannot be determined if the following 
language is positively recited or not. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

All of the claims, including those currently withdrawn, should be corrected. 

The action on the merits below is made to the extent that the claims can be 
understood. 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1,6-7, 11-12, 14, 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Murawa, of record. 

Either of the valves 1 16a, 1 16b meet the claim language. 

Claims 1-2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Moncourtois et al. 

Moncourtois et al show a cleaning nozzle with a piston valve 77. The recitation 
"of a washing bay for vehicle windscreens" in claim 1 merely relates to intended use and 
is given no weight, see MPEP 21 1 1 .02. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
